WASHINGTON — Embracing a peace- 
ful epilogue to America's only lost war, 
President Clinton plans to announce today 
the United States nos decided to re-estat^ 
lish full diplomatic ties with Vietnam. 

The future U.S. ambassador will be the 
first to return to Vietnam since Graham 
Martin left the former U.S. Embassy in 
Saigon by helicopter in April 1975 with an 
American flag tucked under his arm. 

Clinton's action, to be announced this 


afternoon in the White House East Room, 
comes as Congress returns this week from 
a holiday recess and before the Senote 
could debate competing resolutions about 
whether the United States should formally 
recognize its former enemy. 

Influential POW-MIA ^ups, which al- 
ready have condemned Clinton’s decision, 
ore to receive a special briefing before to- 
day's announcement. There are 1,619 
Americanjt listed as missing in action in 
Vietnam. 

"We.still think- It’s a bad idea.” said Phii 


Budahn, a spokesman for th^ American 
Legion, whose 3.1 million-membergroup 
■is. the country's largest veterans organiza- 
tion. “We're convinced that diplomatic re- 
lations is the sole lever that we have.to pry 
information from Vietnam about the 
whereabouts of missing Americans. 

“The agony of the families is not over." 

The Clinton odminisifation' is hoping 
that full diplomatic relations will help 
American businesses tap into a growing 
and F|otentiQlIy lucrative market and moke 
it easier to travel between thetwo notions. 


Because a U.S. liaison office already is 
operating in Vietnam, some officials said 
Tuesday's announcement carries more 
■symbolic and historic value than practical 
effect. 

But Irwin Jay Robinson, founder and 
former president of the Victnam-Amcricon' 
ChombCT of Commerce, .said Clinton^s de- 
cision is certain to enhance economic ties; 
■between the two’nations.

B-29 flies out of history and into Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - 'The last bud of her 
species arrived to the crash of thunder- 
bolts Monday. 

The Confederate Air Force’s B-29, half 
sister of the airplane that dropped the first 
atomic' bomb and the last of 3,970 Super- 
■- fortresses that’s still flying, was greeted 
by a violent thunderstorm shortly after it 
landed at Twin Falls-Sun Valley Region- 
al Airport. 

The lightning scrubbed a $500-a-seat 
sponsorship flight, but a. dozen old-air- 
plane enthusiasts stood In the rain to ad- 


tnire the enigma-^y.'baseball diamond- 
sfzed bomber non&d “Fift.” 

"We’je lucky to get it,” said Don 
Chapton, a local Confederate Air Force 
member. “There’s o lot of demand for 
this airplane this summer.” 

Nal month is the 50lh anniversary of 
the Hiroshima and Nagasaki bombings 
that ended World War 11. Neither of the 
planes that carried out those missions, 
“Enola Gay” or “Bock’s Car,” is airwor- 
thy anymore. 

, “Enola Gay’s" forward fuselage is on 
display at the Notional Air and Space 
Museum in Washington, D.C., part of a 
scaled-down display that has been the 


subject of intense controversy between 
veterans’ groups and muscUm officials. 

“Bock’s Car" sits in pieces in a govern- 
ment warehouse. 

“Fifi,” rescued from a Navy bone yard 
in the California desert in 1971, has been 
flying again for 21 years, operated and 
maintained by pilots, mechoblcs and vin- 
tage aviation buffs of the CAF, a Mid- 
land. Te:las-based club. 

“TTic Confederate Air Force, operates 
through' regional squadrons thai fly dif- 
ferent types of aircraft," Chapton ex- 
plained. “There are about 130 planes, all 
but a few of them from World War II." 


Joining “Fifi” in Twin Falls this week 
is a Consolidated B-24 bomber named 
“Diamond Lil,“ bne of three surviving 
Liberators out of a production run of 
more than 10,000. 

A Curtiss C-46 transport that was also 
scheduled to appear here was grounded in , 
California with engine problems. 

They'll be at the airport the rest of the" 
week, the subject of tours by local veter- ■ 
ans and the general public, and the air- 
port’s annual community day on Satur- 
day. 

“It’s a chance to see some history," 
Chapton said. “And it’s a chonce not 
many people gel."

• TWIN FALLS - A new animal exhibi- 
tion bom should be ready for the 1995 fair 
in Filer, and even bigger changes are on 
the horizon for the Twin Falls County Fair 
and Rodeo. 

' The fair board approved Monday a 
$19,990 bid by Cleary Building Cotp. of 
Twin Falls to construct a 40-by-60 foot ex- 
hibition bom. 

The building will have stalls for goats, 
sheep and cows and will house half of the 
exhibition previously located in the old' 


Goat Bam. Llamas will-occupy the space 
freed up in the Goat Bam, Fair Manager 
Cindy Demoney said.- 

Rick Beard of Cleary BtiHding said the 
bam construction will be completed by 
Aug. 15. 

Also Monday, board member Glenn Ar- 
rington. president of Starr Coip., presented 
a long-range plan that details'ra.new look 
for the fairgrounds, and board members 
gave preitminaiy tqiproval. 

Five old exhibition buildings - now 
housing antiques, )routh exhibits, home 
arts, merchant building number three and 
photography and ratlro^'-, would be de- 


molished to cut maintenance costs, make 
room for a grassy “People Park” and im- 
prove the flow of people on the grounds, 
Arrington said. 

.. A new 30,000-foot exposition building 
north of the rt^eo arena would house the 
disploced exhibits during the fair and pro^ 
•vide a site for “interim events." such os an- 
imal sales, during the remainder of the 
year, he said. 

A fountain near the new expo center 
would become “the new focol point of the 
fair.” Arrington said that “meet me at the 
fountain” might be a common phrase 
among fair^oers when the changes are im- 
plemented in several years. 


Plans show a wide walkway and benches 
extending from the fountain to the expo 
center on the east and existing exhibitiori 
buildings on the west. * ; 

The fair manager's residence would ber 
moved to a modular building at the north 
end of the fairgrounds, the fbod park ex-^ 
tended to the north and the RV park ex-' 
tended to the east, Arrington said. 

The board’s Capital Planning Committee, 
has not yet completed o time line 'for the. 
changes. 

Demoney reported that Eagle Scout can- 
didates are constructing four handicapped.- 
accessible picnic tables for the food court,' 
to be ready in time for the fhir.

Pope pushes equal rights for women 

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul if Monday 
asserted ihat'history has short-changed women, but 
held his grounef on a Roman Catholic Church ban on 
female priests. " 

The pope called his-open letter to women world*- 
wide a reflection “on the problems and the prospects 
of what it mpans to be a woman'itrounime;” ^ 

.It also served as a preview to the Vatican’s agenda 
for the U.N. conference on .women, to be held in 
Beijing in September. 

'’Certainly, much work needs to be done to pre- 
vent idiscrimination against -those who have chosen- 
to be wives and mothers, ’’ the pope wrote. 

Burma rulers free opposition leader 

RANGOON, Burma — The champion of Burma's 
dernocmey movement, Nobel laureate Aung San Suu 
-Kyh .ended almost six years of house arrest Mondoy, 
raising hopes that the military junta mighf be casing .. 
its lock on power. 

Several hundred colleagues, supporters and jour- 
nalists gathered in a light rain outside Mrs. Suu 
Kyi's lakeside home in Rangoon as the unofTicial 
news of her release spread. 

“What rhore can I say? 1 am very happy. The 
country is happy,” said Gen. Tin Oo, Ibimcr defense 
minister and one-timo. chairman of Mrs. Suu Kyi's 
. National League for Democracy. _

did not immediately want to talk to the media. 

U.S, oilicials meet arrested activist 

BEIJING — Jailed human rights activist Harry 
Wu, ' facing a possible death sentence for revealing 
'abuses in China's prison system, was allowed to 
Ttiecrwith a US. ofTicial Monday for thclirst tlmc~ 
since he was detained three weeks ago. 

Wu. a 58-year-old Chinese-bom American citizen, 
wasn't allowed to discuss his case with U.S. Consul 
General Arturo Macias during the 30-minutc meet- 
ing at djail in the central city of Wuhan, said State 
Department spokesman Nicholas Bums in Washing- 
ton. 

Separated by a glass partition and forced-lo talk 
using a phone monitored by a Chinese ofliciol, Wu 
told Moclqs he was healthy, well-fed and hadn’t 
been beaten or tortured. Bums said.

And the S270 billion trimmed 
from Medicare could raise medical 
costs for a substantial number of tbe 
32 million elderly people the pro- 
gram insures, many of whom live 
oh fixed incomes and have little to 
spare. 

Republicans say these reductions

would benefit if the entire package 
became law because economists 
generally agree that eliminating fedr 
cral deficits would trigger stronger 
economic growth and lower interest 
rates.

“The effects on people will be ' 
minimal, compared to &e cuts in-

education and labor programs. “If 
we do it intelligently, compassion- 
ately and fairly, the American peo- 
ple will support us.” 


Dutch repel 
_ Serb attack 
in ‘safe area’ 

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hctzcgov^' 
ina (AP)^ Dutch peocckeepcrs 
guarding the eastern^ U.N.-declared 
“safe area” of Srebrenica staged a 
firefight with Bosnian Serb rebels 
on Monday'. 

The United Nations ogain threat- 
ened to call an airstrike on Serb po- 
sitions. but the rebels responded by 
demanding that everyone in the 
.Muslim enclave of 30,000 people 
leave the town within 48 hours. 

About 80 Bosnion Serb infimtry- 
men attacked Dutch pcacel^cpcrs 
south of Srebrenica ot obout 7 p.m., 
said Moj. Henk Schenkers, a Dutch 
Defense Ministry spokesmen in 
Amsterdam.

Polio debate: Would safer shot bring resurgence? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — At 4 
months, David Salamone had barely 
. learned to crawl when he got polio — 
from a vaccination that was supposed 
to protect him from the paralyzing- 
discasc.

days aftw(cscaping from Koshmiri 
separatists, American John Childs 
said Monday the other three hostages 
he was held with arc safe and praying 
to be freed. 

“They arc in good health and are 
holding out bravely,” Childs said after 
onivihg in New Delhi on a flight from 
Kashmir, a Himl.ayon Mountain 
region in northern India. “They arc 
. hoping and praying for their quick 
release.” 

Childs. 4 1 , of SimAury, Conn,, 
Donal d'F. H utchings ofSnokano-. 
Wash., and Britons Paul Wells and 
Keith Mongon were kidnapped July 4. 
by Muslim rebels fighting for 
Xashmir's independence from pre- 
dominantly Hindu India. 

Early Saturday, Childs cscopcd in 
daricness and a rainstorm from a mud 
hut where he was being held and 
climbed for 14 hours through the 
mountainous forests of Kashmir until 
he was rescued by a' government heli- 
copter searching for the captives. 

Militants abducted German tourist 


Dirk-Hasert in the same area of 
Kashmir on Saturday. Although no 
militant group has claimed responsi- 
bility, Indian officials suspect Al- 
Faran, the little^known group that kid- 
napped Childs and the other 
Westerners and demanded the free- 
dom of jailed rebel leaders. 

When Childs arrived, in New Delhi, 
U.S. Embassy ofilciols tried to lake 
him to 0 waiting car, but he insisted 
on sp^in^ to r^orters. 

Dressed m biqe jeans, a light .blue 
short-siceve shin- and sandals, Childs 
.looked _heeltby.and,c 2 inposcd,.hlejiod. 
shaved off the short beard he §rew 
while in captivity and didn't limp, 
even though he had gotten' blisters on 
his feet while escaping. 

He said the militants never harmed 
him or the other hostages. "I was 
treated well, not threatened, not 
injured, not abused," Childs ^id. 

He refused to discuss where his fel- 
low hostages were being held or

Editorial 


We’ve gotten to the bridge - 
we must cross it ourselves 


If anyone was harb.oring illusions 
about building another Snake Rjvcr 
Canyon bridge, last week’s Visit by 
(hc.'.sfale Transportation Board was a 
much-needed' cold shower. • 

Though the board todk no action, the 
members made themselves clear. There' 
will be no bridge anytime soon. Maybe 
in 20 years, but no promises. 

Even if the message was disappoint- 
ing, it should have a positive eiTcct. It 
makes dciar to all that Twin 'Falls’ 
north-end traffic misery must be ad- 
dressed on solid ground, not in the airy 
gap between the canyon’s rims. 

The board's reasoning is based on 
Simple arithmetic. If a bridge to re- 
lieve north-end trafTic costs $100 mil- 
lion (and that may ,be a conservative 
guess), it would consume a year's 
road-work budget for the whole state. 
Meanwhile, because Idaho highway 
money is already stretched too thin, 
highways arc falling apart faster than, 
the state can fix them. 

And many key construction pro- 
jects arc in line ahead of another 
Snake River Canyon bridge. Even if 
the Legislature raises taxes tO' pay for 
more highway work, our bridge is 
way, way down the list. TTie need for 
it is simply less pressing than some 
other projects. 

That doesn't mean we don’t have a 
problem. TTic Perrine Bridge is an un- 


avoidable bottleneck for motorists 
'heading north, and those motorists 
are more numerous all the time. By 
the year 2000 (only five years away), 
the state figures 60,000 to 80,000 ve- 
hicles a day will pass through the in- . 
tcrscction of Blue Lakes Boulevard 
North and Pole Line Road. 'Vbu’ll 
hav e plenty of time to rea^ the 
''oumper stickers on the car ahead, 
even if you’re a slow reader. 

Clearly, some work needs doing - 
and the state may help. A state-built 
interchange at that intersection is a 
real possibility, though probably not 
in the next few years. 

So action at the local level is critical. 
Having gotten ourselves into this mess 
by letting north-end land development*' 
outstrip road plarming, we should mokc^ 
sure we act wisely on the diminishing 
options still open to us. 

That means considering carefully 
the cast-side beltway proposal, which' 
an advisory committee has recom- 
mended to the Twin Falls Highway- 
District. It means ‘working closely 
.with state officials, to moke sure suf- 
ficient property is available for future 
right-of-ways. 

A new bridge may be in our future ' 
- someday. But we can’t afford to 
wait for it. Local energy should be fo- 
cused on making north-end driving 
bearable without it

Wilt the cost-cutting forces of the market-

Biif other manDgcd-carc corporations em- 
phosizc cost cutting in a variety of troubling 
woys.’Tliey tiy to recruit only the healthiest 
patients, such as employee groups. They ra- 
tion care by ma^ng it mconvcnient to get. ■ 
And they deny rervices, primarily by limit- 
ing what physicians con do. 

As managed-care organizations grow and 
more people choose HMDs, or are pushed 
into them by employers, physicians feel they 
must Join, loo, or lose most of their practice. 

To join a plan, physicians may have to 


sign a contract agreeing to abide by its rales 
or be fired. Many doctors may then become 
trapped between what they consider the best 
care for th eir patients and the .constraints of 
the organizatiol). 

Much ofthe savings being wrung out of « 
health care at the expense of physicians and^ 
patients are going to pay forunew layer br" " 
administration, huge co^ratc salaries and 
investors' profits. Treating patients is be- ' 
comingjustB business cost, to be kept as ' 
low os possible. 

* It’s simplistic to blame, physicians and ' 
hospitals for muc^ ofthe problem of sky- ■ 
rocketing health costs thdt hos spurred the '' ' 
enormous growth of the managed care in- • 
diistiy. It’s simplistic to argue they must be'- 
a big part of the solution to protect patients. 
But unless they do stand up efTectivcIy for i 
patients, who will?

College officials like 
administFation plan 


Idahoans carry one of heaviest 
credit card dcMs-in^Amorica^ 


“ POCATELLO (AP) — A 
Clinton administration plan to 
chonsc the woy. college students 
borrow money for their education 
is beginning to draw fire from 
banks and others involved in the 
loan process. 

But Idaho’s state colleges and 
universities are on their way to 
accepting the plon to eliminate pri- 
vate lenders from the process in 
favor of direct student loans from 
the federal govemmenl 

Direct Student LoaiJ|program 
supporters say it will simplify bor- 
rowing and eliminate many of the 
extm fees and interest payments by 
cutting banks, guarantee agencies 
ond secondary markets out of the 
process. 

The change has proven popular 
with financial aid officers at the 
University of Idaho, who tested the 
program last year. Other Idaho 
schools ore set to adopt the change 
in the coming school year. 

■ It also has been popular with stu- 
dents, who no longer must wait for 
checlu to be proc&ised because the 
“TnonciNs transferred electronically 
to thieslhools, and because the 
amount of paperwork has been 
reduced. 

“To me h was the best thing 
that has happened in many 
years. It has absolutely worked 
very well,” said Dan 
Davenport, University of Idaho 


dircclor of student financial aid. 

Until la^ year, Davenport's 
office process!^ os many as 40 dif- 
ferent types of applications for the 
same loans and dealt with several 
difTercnl guarantee agencies, each 
with their own requirements and 
rules. 

Students lose os much os 8 per- 
cent of their loon money to pay fbr 
the complicated looh processing. ■ 

The revamped process involves, 
only one application form. 
Processing costs have been cut by 
half, making loan checks bigger, 
Davenport said. 

In addition,, loans would no 
longer be sold to secondary market 
agencies, eliminating the confusion 
that some student borrowers face 
as they begin to repay their loans. 

. President Clinton has proposed 
expanding the program to bring all 
student loans under Jltenew sys- 
tem, saving taxpayersairestimated 
SI 2 billion during the next five 
years. 

Alternative Republican propos- 
als would limit the expansion to 40 
percent of the loans and give pri- 
vate lenders and guarantee agen- 
cies a chance to streamline their 
processes and compete. 

Penny Shaeffer, assistant vice 
president and manager of the West 
One Bank student loan center in 
Boise, supports letting the two sys- 
tems run side by side. 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho carries one 
‘of the heaviest credit card debts in the 
nation, undermining- the myth that its 
. citizens are some of the most fiscally 
conservative people in the country. 

The'dcbt amounts to $1,600 per 
person — enough to link Idaho sixth 
in the nation for per household credit 
card debt and ninth for pet-capita cord 
debt. 

Experts think many Idahoans may 
be compensating for low incomes by 
pushing daily expenses onto their 
' charge cards. 

'As of this January, Idaho residents 
carried a credit cord debt of $1.6 bil- 
lion, according to a study by 
CardTrack of America Inc. in 
Maryland. 

The phenomenon can be explained 
by the. inverse relationship between 
peironal income and credit card'debt, 
said Robert McKinley, president of 
CardTrack which has studied the cred- 


it card industry since 1986. 

. “Those stales with lower incomes 
often have a higher ratio to debt," 
McKinley “Consumers essential- 
ly use a credit card as a borrowing- 
tool." 

Shirley Trchamc, executive director 
of Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service of Idaho, said she has seen 
lots of people fall on hard times 
because they use credit cards as a 
financial crutch. 

“Credit cards have become so easy 
to get, there's a real temptation to use 
them as a crutch to supplement 
iricome," Trehame said. 

Idaho is not an-afflucnl state. Its per 
capita income in 1994 was S18,S2S, 
^bout 85 percent ofthc'U.S. per capita 
of $21,843, according lo the state 
Division of Financial Management. 
Ranked rutionally, Idaho’s per capita 
was, 39th of the 50 states. 

But while the state trails the nation 


in per capita wealth, its ratio of card 
debt to income cxcc^ the U.S. aver- 
age. Idiiho’s total cord debt is about 8 
percent of its total personal income, 
^but the U.S. card debt is just S percent 
of the country's total income. . 

In Idaho. 68 percent of all house- 
holds hold a Visa or MasterCard, 
according to*. Equifax National 
Decision and Systems, n marketing 
data firm in Son Diego, Calif. The 
average U.S. credit cairi holder has 8 
to 10 cards in all. 

The picture may not be so bleak, as 
the numbers suggest, U.S. Bancorp ' 
economist John Mitchell said. To 
know how extended Idahoans are, its 
.important to look at other data. 

“You need to look at total assets and 
liabilities before jumping to conclu- 
sions,’’ Mitchell said. He tainted out 
some factors like Idaho’s hi^ ratio op' 
millionaires to the population and a 
drop in peisonal bankruptcy filings.

. “Once it starts, it creates a considerable loss of birds. It's not ' 
unusual to see 200 or 300 dead birds,” said Hunter. 

It causes ‘ 
lesions iiuide the bird's mouth, preventing it from swallowing. If on . 
infected bird tries to eat a seed, it will spit it out. A.hcalthy bird may ' 
eat it and be contaminated.'

service fee on' the renter. Renters classified 
os. delinquent - those who have the cityshut ' 
down their utilities a second time - will be 
required to submit a three-month deposit to 
guarantee future payments.

Sherry Jeff, the city.’s director of utility 
services, said the changes would help land- 
lords decide whose name to put on utility 
accounts.

Archaeologists find niche~at ancient site

PULLMAN, Wash. — Before starting up 
the bulldozer it may pay to check for human 
skulls, pot shards or other signs of ancient civ- 
ilization. ' ' 

The Forest Service didn’t do that during a 
rcccnt.SnakcJUverriirca projcct_Whilc.chang:_ 
ing the right-of-way of Ae Dccr'Crcck Rood, 
the service ran hcadlong’into a 6,000-ycar-old 
residence. 

To see what could be salvaged, they called 
in Rainshadow Research of Pullman. 

"We were literally meters away from the 
e^-moving machines os they built the rood 
' around us," said Ken Reid of the project he 
calls an “emergency cultural rccov^.’* 

With his partner, Jim GalUson, Reid 
mapi^ the site, dug test holes to. determine its 
size and took samples for carbon dating. The 
team’s research on the site, along with ail the 
reports they develop, will, be held at a federal 
cultural repository available for future 
researchers. 

Reid, former director of the Center for 
Northwest Anthropology at Washington State 
University, started Rainshadow Research four 
years ago with Gallison, his one-time graduate 
student. -I ' 

The two archaeologists specialize in prehis- 
tory, but their jobs entail researching signifi- 
cant sites of any period they come across. 
Since opming, they have worked on about 30 
projects in eastern Oregon, V^ashihgton and 
southern Idaho, examining 200 orchaeolojpcal 
sites. 

Under provisions of the 1966 National 
Historic Preservation Act, any land-disturbing 
construction activity involving government 
money or permits must consider the effect on 
cultural resources. ’ 

Ideally, on archaeological research team is 
brought in'before construction begins so road 
or other projects can be modified. 

In any event, one Of the primary responsibil- 
ities of the team is to collect evidence before it 
is lost to science. They also map archaeologi- 
cal situ for possible future examination. 

Rainshadow’s most recent project, an cxca- 
— vation-ofa'Hells'Canyon-siie-thcyhad-prcvi-- 
ously uncover^, was financed by a grave rob- 
ber captured in a. Forest Service sling opm- 
don. The money was used for a- Forest Service 
"Passport in Time" project, in which volun- 
teers aided Reid and Galli^n In •mapping 
American Indian graves, mine tailings and 
rock art in Hells Canyon.

Ask about ‘cash’ when deciding on fimd 


NEW YORK (AP)— Before you 
.put your money into a stock mutual 
' fund, it may pay to inquire how its 
managers Teel oteiit ctuh. 

•'Cash,” in this context, refers to ’ 
Treasury bills and other short-term 
. money market securitics'that a fund 
uses os a parking place for assets it 
hosq't committed to the stock mar- 
ket. 

A smalTcash reserve is pretty 
much standard in any stock fund, 
representing money jpst received 
' from investors or the proceeds of 
stocks that the portfolio manager 
luu just sold. . ' 

But beyond that lies a sharp divi- 
sion between managers who build 
. up cash as a defensive measure 
when they feel the slcnk market is 
. rislqr. those who believe a stock' 
fund Miongs in stocks, all the way, 
all the time. 

"People want a mutual fund to bc^ 
iiivesteo,” says Art.Bonnel, whose' 
S13 million Bonnet Growth Fund 
■had only a few thousand dollars in 
cosh at last report. 

"Wc’rc fully invested at all 
' times,” concurs Tom Regner, chief 
equity portfolio stnitegisi.at Kemper 
lyiucuat Funds in Chicogo. "You 
cannot time the markets, so don’t 
bother." 

Not everybody feels that way. A 
whole class of funds, known as 
asset allocation funds, shifts 
money among stocks, bonds and

practice a form of asset allocotidn. 
The Value Line Mutual Futtd 
Survey recently tallied 34 "stock” 
funds that had 25 percent or more of 
their assets in cosh os of the end bf 
1994. 

The list included some small, spe- 
cialized funds — but also 'Several 
large established ones in'ciich big- 
name families os Fidelity. Dreyfus, 
Founders, and Franklin-Tcmplcton. 

“It would be stretching it to call 
these funds ‘stock funds/ at that' 
point in lime at least,’’ Value Line 
observed. "Perhaps 'stock and cosh 
fUn^* would be more appropriate." 

The earliest image of stock fund 


managers was as do-everything pro- 
fessionals who would uy to picknhe 
right stocks in good times, and cir- 
cle the wagdns by moving into ca^h 
when market conditions turned hos- 
tile. 

But in-the eyes of the modem 
fully-inVe'sted School, that assign- - 
ment is too much to ask of anybody 
— ' it’s a full-time job just trying to. 
find good stocks. « 

That leaves fund investors, or - 
their financial advisers, free to allo- 
cate assets among the different 
classes of investments ns they sec 
'fitrbyspreading^theif money among— 
a yariety of funds. 

After all, managers of the fully- 
invested school say, asset ollocation ' 
often comes down to a matter of 
personal circumstance and prefer- 
ence — involving such things as the ' 
individual investor's age and gools 
in life. • 

For their port, qtffie a few many 
managers who do vary thclrcosh' 
reserve ratios a lot soy they don’t 
arrive at conscious decisions to 
"raise cosh.” in Woll Street par- 
lance. 

Instead, they say, cosh positions 
accumulate in their portfolios when 
their search for attractively priced 
stocks fails to cum up many suitable 
candidates. 

That opprooch may be fine, Voluc . 
Line says, as long as you are aware 
that a fund operates that way.

lion^ but the final cost has yet to be tallied,
